The action in the Solomon-Aus-

time it was done in proper style, not on the semi- 
crippled typewriter but printed out laboriously by 
hand in black capitals on two full sheets of paper. 

There are comparative degrees of everything in 
this world, I find. Our first jail was the best—which 
was lucky, as we spent eight days there, Of the 
others, Bremen was the most soulless, Hanover the 
stinkingest and Stuttgart the most intriguing, It was 
too bad about Hanover, which, at first sight, was a 
rather promising-looking jail with parquet floors, 
red-tiled walls and chromium fittings. 

Arriving late-ish Sunday evening, we were again 
unexpected and unwanted, it seems, Our jailer 
appeared to inspect us, dressed for an evening off, 
in plus fours and a tweed jacket. He looked annoyed 
by our advent, but enquired politely enough about 
our state of health. Had we lice? Then I knew that 
first impressions had beem right—this place was too 
good for us—he felt we would contaminate it. 
I can't imagine now that this man’s opinion could 
have mattered to me. But whatever it was, at that 
moment I lost for the first and only time all sense 
of pride and control—I sat on someone's suitcase 
and cried. 


BULLYING GUARD 

Sarah, our youngest member, cried, too, in Han- 
over jail, so perhaps there was something special 
about it—for three long hours she cried without stop- 
ping. It had the distinction of being the one jail in 
which we were celled, the 28 of us, all in one room— 
@ long, narrow room, with a dozen mattresses on the 
floor, and a non-flush toilet in a sort of cupboard at 
one end. In this one room we spent two nights and a 
day, during which time we were allowed out for 
15 minutes of outside air and exercise 

Between these jails, we travelled the first two 
laps in proper prison trains, locked into prisoner 
compartments, three or four in each. We had to ring 
if we wanted to go to the toilet—and the prison 
train official, who escorted us to and from, was one 
of the few really unpleasant members of officialdom 
we met in Germany. He was a bully, pure and 
simple. He booted us into our train cells and he 
booted us out—and he snatched a cigarette from 
the hand of one woman who had the audacity to be 
smoking, ground it out on the floor and belabored 
her with a rough tongue, Fortunately she didn't 
understand a word of his language, so she had no 
idea of the extent of his rudeness—but his ingrained 
brutality could be felt. 

From trains to jails and vice-versa we were 
escorted by cordons of police—at least one police- 
man to each one of us. Again I remark that Ger- 
Mans are kind to children, and in almost every

And I 
firmly believe that it was because we had small 
children with us that our journey to the internment 
camp was eventually cut short by at least several 
jails. So that Hanover to Stuttgart and from the 
latter to Meckenbeuren (the village closest to the 
camp), we accomplished the considerable distances 


in one-day hops. 


GESTAPO IN CHARACTER 

Stuttgart jail was interesting by virtue of several 
sidelights. It housed, besides us, many political 
prisoners who whispered to us, asking for cigarettes, 
through the ventilators of their cells when we were 
allowed out into the corridor to wash or exercise 
Further, we had sheets there—for the first time since 
the Poor House. And thirdly. a Gestapo official 
visited us during the course of the one long day we 
spent there. He entered our cell without any warn- 
ing. His entry claimed all our attention, naturally— 
but, also naturally, we remained seated. He barked 
out: “Stehen Sie auf,” in a voice that brooked no 
refusal—and those who didn’t understand followed 
suit in standing up with those who did. .It is perhaps 
interesting to remark that our jailer, who accom- 
panied him, later offered a semi-apology or ex- 
planation of this intrusion: it was part of the regular 
Sunday inspection tour, and this official hadn't 
properly understood who or what we were! 

Stuttgart to Meckenbeuren was the last lap and 
the best. Again we travelled, as from Hanover to 
Stuttgart, by second-class coach instead of prison 
wagon, We felt we were at last arriving somewhere, 
even though we had no clear idea of the character 
of our destination. (We were anxious to arrive 
there, no matter what and despite the Gestapo men's 
recommendation, which only led us to be doubting 
Thomases, so low had the German spoken word 
fallen in our estimation by this time), And perhaps 
our guards felt they would be freed of an unwanted 
responsibility, for they gave us considerable liberty | 
on that train and at Ulm (which three-letter town 
is starred in my timetable) they allowed us to buy 
biscuits and beer. 

And so— feeling rather like Dickens’ little Jo, 
the crossing-sweeper, who was always being “hustled, 
and jostled, and moved on"—we finally arrived at 
the small village of Meckenbeuren, Here we were 
met by the camp guards, the camp car which drove 
away with the three smallest children and their 
mothers, and a pony and trap which trotted off | 
with our luggage and our oldest member, aged 70 
The rest of us walked the three and one-half kilo- 
meters to the camp.

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They Struck First 


Admiral Nimitz and General MacAr- 
thur beat the Japs on the draw. An all- 
out attack on the Solomon Islands and 
a simultaneous naval bombardment of 
Kiska in the western Aleutians marked 
what Tokyo must see as the threat of a 
two-pronged offensive having probably 
more than local objectives. 

The obvious first purpose is to break 
the arc of bases which the Japanese have 
strung along the islands north of Aus- 
tralia, and to dislocate whatever enemy 
operations have been planned in_ the 
northern Pacific. Whether completely 
successful in these respects or not, the 
blows are heartening indications that in 
the Pacific theatre the days of purely de- 
fensive action on the part of the Allies are 
ended. 

Should the Solomons be recaptured, 
they will provide a jumping-off place for 
attacks on other Japanese island bases, 
If the Kiska outpost has been wrecked, 
one of the barriers against air and naval 
attacks on Japan itself has been removed. 
Tokyo cannot afford to ignore either de- 
velopment. It has now something else to 
think about than the invasion of India 
or Siberia. 

These offensive moves were launched 
just when the Japanese had about com- 
pleted preparations to attack Russia in 
the east, in obedience to the Hitler pleas. 
The timing seems significant. Nimitz and 
MacArthur may have opened the ‘“‘second 
front’—in the Pacific. 


The “Non-Violent” Rioters 


Gandhi and his Congress lieutenants 
having threatened to “negotiate” with 
Japan if given the rulership of all India, 
and threatened to start a sabotage cam- 
paign if not given the rulership, the inevit- 
able followed. They were interned—and 
their followers broke into riots in a dozen 
cities, 

The immediate disclosure is that 
Gandhi has not his followers in hand. They 
are doing what he said they should not do, 
and what he did not want them to do. The 
Mahatma is a believer in non-violence. But 
the rank and file of his party are not gov- 
erned by his altruistic motives or preach- 
ings. They sprang instinctively into vio- 
lence, and began shooting, clubbing, steal- 
ing and destroying, 

They would have done the same thing 
if Gandhi's demand had been conceded and 
he had called upon them to take a passive 
attitude toward the Allies while he bar- 
gained with the Japanese. The opportun- 
ity to wipe out grudges and to loot would 
be too strong to resist. India was in any 
case headed for the chaos that now pre- 
vails, in spite of Gandhi's pacifist ideals, 
There isn't any booty to be gathered from 
passivity, nor any satisfaction for racial 
and credal hatreds. 

The situation is bad. But it would be 
far worse if Britain had undertaken to im- 
pose Brahmin rule upon the Moslems and 
the Sikhs. As Gandhi’s influence is not 
strong enough to restrain his particular 
section of the Hindu population from vio- 
lence, his internment is not likely to arouse 
resentment among the non-Hindu races 
whom he wants to also rule but who de- 
clare they would fight rather than submit 
to him. 

Is it from these races the men are 
drawn who make up the Indian battalions 
of Auchinleck’s army in Egypt and Wav- 
ell’s army in India. So long as these stand 
firm, there will be an Indian army of un- 
diminished strength and fighting quality, 
however seriously Hindu Sabotage may 
cut down the output of munitions,

Manpower Adjustment

The supreme duty of every Canadian 
at the present time is to do his full part in 
winning the war. And with the national 
government rests the responsibility of so 
organizing and directing the national 
effort that each person will be able to dis- 
charge that duty. 

No government ever did succeed, and 
none ever will succeed, in meeting such a 
responsibility one hundred per cent. The 
task is too great and too complicated for 
absolute success, But the farthest limit to 
which this is possible is the goal which 
the national authority must keep in view 
and toward which it must work. 

The manpower of Canada — including 
of course the womanpower — is limited. 
There are just so many of us to do all the 
things which have to be done. To achieve 
maximum results there must be division 
of labor, carried through with clear under- 
Standing of the relative importance of the 
things to be done, and with full regard to 
individual qualifications and adaptability. 

There must be a balance between the 
size of our fighting forces and the capacity 
of civilians to produce the supplies neces- 
sary to maintain those forces and to pre- 
serve the strength of the nation itself, 
If our combat forces were over-enlarged 
we should have to depend upon our hard- 
pressed Allies to equip and support them. 
If they were under-developed we should 
be doing less than our share of the 
fighting. 

To preserve this balance, while expand- 
ing the total effort to the limit, will 
obviewsly be no easy task. It need not be

expected that covery person is going to be 
satisfied with the allocation of men to the 
one branch or the other. Some are bound 
to think that too many men are being 
taken out of production and put in uni- 
‘form; some that production is being too 
much emphasized, at the expense of not 
putting enough men in uniform. 

Nor need it be supposed there will be 
universal and willing co-operation in 
carrying through this “all out” effort. 
Not every Canadian really wants a “total 
war” policy. What about those who are 
wasting gasoline which they know to be 
dangerously scarce, and those who resort 
to trickery to get a little more sugar than 
they are entitled to? Every restriction 
that has been imposed upon our accus- 
tomed way of living has brought com- 
plaints, or attempts at evasion, in one 
quarter or another. 

When it comes to redistributing man- 
power arbitrarily — and that is what it 
must come to — public opinion will have 
to give steady and aggressive backing to 
the public authority, and consistent and 
vigorous opposition to the resentful, the 
fault-finders and the dodgers. 

This is something for right-minded 
people to take into account now that plans 
for manpower re-allocation are being put 
into effect. For the re-shuffling to be 
successful it will have to be made clear 
that this is the will of the nation — not 
merely a whim of a handful of officious 
men at Ottawa.

Now—to continue the metaphor 
for a moment—the reaction of most 
of us to the realization that our 
society is ill, is to call for a series 
of surgical treatments. “Get rid of 
| Petrillo”, “Prosecute grafters”, etc. 
This is all very well; but surgery 
|is not medicine. It is a desperate 
resort. True, the situation calls 
|for surgery. I would like to see a 
death penalty for grafting in war 
| procurements. A person who steals 
essential war materials from the 
people of the United States is a 
saboteur—and not a nobler one be- 
cause his only motive is greed. He 
is guilty of aid and comfort to the 
enemy. 

A person who stirs up race 
hatreds in the middle of a war 
in which race hatreds area prin- 
ciple psychological weapon in the 
armaments of our enemies is 
equally guilty. And that the whole 
of our musical culture should have 
become a monopoly of a tightly 
organized group under authoritar- 
ian leadership working exclusive- 
ly for its own immediate material 
interests is intolerable. 

By all means let us get rid of 
them.

Now an approach to such a

I don’t think that Mr. Petrillo’s 
activities are good for his own 
musicians—but even if they were, 
that is no criterion of them.

And what must be the function 
of the government?

Profit and Interest 
Editor, Bulletins There is much} 
| talk these days of a brave new 


post-war world in which “plan- 
|ning” will replace private enter- 
prise, and “production will be for 
| use, and not for profit.” 

Those who condemn capitalism 
—private enterprise for profit— 
| ignore two facts: 

¥—Capitalism 
profit and loss. | 

2—Capitalism is 
persuasion. 

With regard to the first. It is 
| significant that the attack on 
|the profit (and loss) never in- 
cludes financial interest — profit | 
| without risk of loss—usury. The 
difference between profit and in- 
terest is fundamental. Profit is in- 
dividual reward for assuming in- 
dividual risks to increase com- 
munal wealth. 

Interest assumes no risk, it is 
profit on an intangible, secured 
by mortgage—a “death grip.” 

Christianity condemned interest, 
not profit, and for good reasons. 
From the earliest times interest) 
was known to result in unpayable 
debt and finally in the destruc- 
tion of any free society. The only | 
| alternative to planning by persua- 
}sion and private enterprise is 
| planning by force. 

In theory, at least, under free 
enterprise every man — woman 
rather, since she spends the wages 
—indicates his, or her choice of 
goods to the producers who knows 
his profits can coincide only with 
the consumers’ desires. 

Free enterprise assumes that 
men and women, as individuals, 
|are the best judges of what they 
want, and when and why they 
| want it. Planning denies this com- 
|petence to judge, and in a 
“planned” economy the individuals 
| would obtain not what they know 
|they want but what someone 
| thinks they ought to want. 

It is true that decreasing num- 
bers of people have been obtain- 
ing what they want. But this frus- 
{tration is not the result, but the 
denial of free enterprise, produc- 
tion for profit, and individual 
freedom of choice, 

These things have become more 
and more limited in scope, and 
harder to come by. In their place 
we have had idie millions barred 
from any enterprise, depressions, 
bankruptcies, and ever-increasing 
bonded debt. and taxation. 

These conditions finally culmin- 
ated in war which denounces 
profits, denies freedom of enter- 
|prise and liberty of choice, but 
|which sanctifies interest and 
| bonded security, imposes confis- 
|catory taxation, and creates work 
for all 

And these are precisely the re- 
sults promised for the “planned 
|new world.” For the “planners” 
war must be the ideal state, but 
for everybody else “war is hell.”

It is pointed out in the associa-

right of action to recover any dif- 
ference between fees allowed and 
regular hospital charges. 

Effect of this, the brief states, 
is that if fees paid by the board 
are lower than the cost of provid- 
ing services, hospitals are being 
assessed indirectly to meet part 
of the cost of administering the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
“Such a position is intolerable,” 
the brief declares. 


It is stated further that the re- | IMPROPER CARE 


lationship between the board and 
hospitals should be as between 
buyer and seller. 

“In summing up, may we say 
that hospitals have in the past and 
will continue to operate as econ- 
omically as possible commensurate 
with good service and the need 
to keep pace with the rapid ad- 


vance in medical science,” the 
brief states in conclusion. “They 
must of necessity do so. They can- 


not hope to operate to a profit, but 
their deficit must be maintained at 
the lowest possible figure. 


SUPPLY SERVICES 
“Non-profit making hospitals must 


be considered ergan- 
izations which have certain services 


to sell. The board on its part has 
committed itself to supply these 
services to certain groups of work- 
men. Under existing conditions 
they must purchase these services 
in order to make them available 
and surely it is not asking tov 
much that they shall pay the actual 
costs of same.” 

Osteopathic physicians practic-

The brief stated: “It is now gen- | 
erally accepted by progressive 
medical minds that occupational in- 
juries, not surgical, (strains and 
sprains) at some stage in the prog- 
ress of healing respond beneficially 
to properly applied manipulative | 
therapy. 


“It has been brought to our atten- | 
tion that certain injured workmen | 
requiring manipulative treatment 
expressed the desire to have osteo- 
pathic care, but were sent else- | 
where. The end results were that 


far too many instances improper 
care, resulting in needless disabili- 
ty, loss of time from work and un- | 
necessary expense to the Compen- 
sation Board.” | 

It was also stated: “We can defi- 
nitely show your committee where 
funds of the Workmen's Compensa- | 
tion Board have been ill-advisedly 
spent. The result was useless and 
unnecessary treatment of certain 
cases of back injuries which are | 
kept on compensation and bilis for | 
medical and other care were need- 
lessly inc) eased.” 

In the brief presented to the 
committee by the Alberta Provin- | 
cial Association of Fire Fighters, 
it was stated that while compen- 
sation in its earlier stages only 
took cognizance of injuries and 
deaths occasioned by direct phy- 
sical forces, it later became ap- 
parent to the employees, employ- 
ers and those having the respon- 
sibility of administering these 
acts that a workman could be dis- 
abled as a direct result of his 
work by occupational hazards, 


It was stated that fire-fighters 
suffered from the inhalation of 
smoke and poisonous gases, and 
owing to the severe and sudden 
response to alarms, they were also 
subject to diseases of the heart 
and arteries. 

“There is a false impression that | 
unless an individual dies in acute | 
asyhyxiation, he escapes complete 
harm. Many do survive and make! 
complete recovery, but others suf- | 
fer effects which may eventually | 
lead to total disability and even 
death,” the brief points out. 

Firemen are also subject to pneu- 
monia owing to the nature of their 
work, it was stated. 


OCCUPATIONAL DISEASES 

The submission therefore urges 
that the diseases mentioned should | 
be classified as occupational dis- 
eases and should be taken care of 
under the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act.

Motor Group 
Would Reduce 
Truck Speeds 


A resolution asking for the re- 
duction of the speed limit of 
heavy trucks to 30 miles an hour 


before any further restrictions 
as to load are imposed, has been 
forwarded to the provincial gov- 
ernment by the board of directors 
of the Alberta Motor Association, 
Dr. G, J. Hope, member of the 
board, announced Tuesday. Speed 
of busses also would be reduced 
under the proposal. 

Dr. Hope stated that the A.M.A 
offers the suggestion presented in 
the resolution as a step toward 
ironing out the present deadlock 
existing between the provincial 
government and Alberta truckers 
in regard to load restrictions. 

The A.M.A. argues that damage 
to the provincial highways is 
caused by two factors, namely, 
weight of loads and speed of travel. 
THE REASONS 

In its opinion the question of 
speed of heavy loads should be 
considered first and with this in| 
view the board of directors is pass- 
ing on its suggestions to Hon. W. A. 
Fallow, minister of public works, 
and to the chairman of the High- 
way Traffic Board. 

Dr. Hope defended the truckers 
by explaining that at the present 
time all modes of transportation are 
taxed to the limit and the elimin- 
ation of trucks because of the load- 
restriction order now pending, 
many fields of private business 
would be seriously affected. 
SPEED REDUCTION 

In the opinion of the A.M.A., the 
problem should first be tackled | 
from the viewpoint of speed reduc- | 
tion rather than weight reduction, | 


The A.M.A, is confident that this | 
resolution, if acted upon py the 
government as a substitute measure 
to the present weight-reduction 
order, will be welcomed by the 
truckers of the province.

Men raised in the rich naval traditions naturally have 


a deep emotional attachment to sea power. 


They resent 


doubts of its eternal ascendancy as they would a slur on 


their private characters. 
There is something of the 
old-school spirit and caste 
loyalty in their refusal—nay, 
their psychological inability 
—to admit any serious in- 
roads on the navy’s ancient 


domain by a new weapon. 

A high-ranking army air corps 
general, writing on the role of 
aviation, listed an array of glori- 
ous land and naval battles through 
the ages, from Marathon and Sa- 
lamis to the Marne and Jutland. 
Then he added: 


“It is but human that the older 
military services , , . should re- 
gard the pretensions of air power 
with a measure of distrust, and 
should prefer that this new pe- 
titioner content himself with a 
subordinate status in a world at 
war,” 

There we have, in one amazing 
sentence, the strange attitude of 
certain groups in the older serv- 
ices. They treat a life-and-death | 
problem of national security as|

“INCREDIBLE” 

Incredible though it may sound 
to the layman, there are generals 
and admirals who in their zeal to 
uphold the prestige of their par- 
ticular service tend to forget the 
very reason for the existence of 
The fact they are 
well meaning and patriotic does not 
make their influence any less harm- 
ul, 

It is also human, I submit, for the 
exponents of true air power to re-| 
gard the pretensions of the senior 
services with a measure of alarm- | 
ed impatience. Precisely because | 
we are on the firing lines of “a| 
world at war,’ questions of pres- 
tige and precedence must be cast 
overboard, 


FLEETS STYMIED 

We have looked at events since 
September, 1939, and have seen 
how they shaped new principles of 
warfare, conditioned by the trans- 
fer of the conflict into the skies. 

Sea power has been short of one 
duty after another. Fleets have 
been stymied at points where pre- 
viously they would have dominated 
the situation. 

Nations strong in naval force 
have been balked by a nation with- 
out any, and have turned over to 
aircraft, of necessity, tasks which 
formerly only sea power could 
undertake. Where a navy still op- 
erates essentially as in the past, it 
is for one of two reasons, 

1, Because the action is in 
areas safely beyond the range of 
land-based aviation, or 

2..Because the enemy’s avia- 
tion is inadequate, inferior, or 
nonexistent. 

Under all other conditions, naval 
units either must withdraw to a safe 
distance or work under the shield- 
ing wings of friendly land-based 
air power. 

Battleships can venture into 
hostile waters which are protected 
by aircraft from primary bases 
only under an umbrella of air 
power equal to or superior to the 
total enemy aviation on such bases.

To, do anything less is to court 
destruction, 

But that sort of convoy is un- 
economical and illogical, It is 
very much like conducting a ma-

Once a country has air power 
enough to guard a battle fleet in 
enemy waters, why not unloose that 
air power directly at the heart of 
the enemy instead of wasting it to 
shield a less effective force?

Full Pay For 
Personnel At 
War Courses 


Personnel enlisted in the air 
force and taking academic or 
mechanical courses at War Emer- 
gency Training Program schools, 
will receive full pay and allow- 
ances of the R.C.A.F. on and after 
Aug. 16, it was announced at No. 
3 recruiting centre here Tuesday, 

In making the announcement, Flt. 
Lt. A. M. Davidson, second in com- 
mand at the recruiting centre, 
stated: 

“After August 16 next all person- 
nel undergoing training at W.E.T.P. 
schools are to be recalled from a 
status of leave without pay, with 
subsistence, and become entitled to 
R.C.A:F. rates of pay and allow- 
ances, including dependents’ allow- 
ances, 

Accountant officers of the R.C. 
A.F. will visit all schools and ex- 
plain dependents’ allowances and 
pay regulations to the trainees, 

Pay parades will be held at such 
times as to insure that the change 
from subsistence allowances to 
R.C.A.F, rates and allowances, will 
be made in such a way as to not 
leave the airmen without funds. 

After the change-over, pay par- 
ades will be held twice monthly as 
is the case throughout the R.C.A.F. 

Only difference between the status 
of personnel attending schools, and 
other R.C.A.F. personnel, will be 
that the trainees will not wear uni- 
form. 


AVERAGE LENGTH 

The W.E.T.P. courses, which were 
formerly known as the Dominion- 
Provincial Youth Training School 
courses, last, on average, from three 
to four months. They were insti- 
tuted to provide academic qualifi- 
cation for men who lacked such 
schooling but who are otherwise 
suited for pilots, observers and air 
bombers, 

The course of academic training 
is three months for air crew men 
and for aero engine and air frame 
mechanics, four months, 


RATE OF PAY 

Pay for single men taking the 
courses will be $1.30 per day, plus 
one dollar per day living-out allow- 
ance. Pay rates and living-out 
allowances for married men will be 
the same and in addition there will 
be the dependents’ allowance of 
$35 per month for a wife and $12 
per month for each of two children 
and $9 and $6 per month each for a 
third and fourth child. All rates 
quoted are for those holding the 
rank of AC2. 

At the present time there are 
openings for numerous young men 
anxious to become pilots, observ- 
ers or bombers. All young men 
between 18 and 32 should apply at 
once, Those who have a grade nine 
school standing are eligible. Now

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USSIAN grand strategy is just 
beginning to glimmer through 
in faint outline, The enormous ad 
vantage possessed by the Ger- 
mans in holding the network of 


railways which serve the Ukraine 
and the Black Sea ports, while 
the Russians are now deprived of 
all rail to many parts 
of the Caucasus, makes it inevit- 
able that the Germans will always 
be able to suit their force to the 
strength of the Russian defense 

In other words, if the Rus- 
sians move ten new divisions by 
slow stages into a given sector 
on the Caucasus front, the Ger- 
mans can immediately throw 
twelve divisions into that same 
sector before the necessary 
equipment, supplies and rein- 
forcements can be brought up 
to the support of the newly ar- 
rived Russian units. 

Under these circumstances, the 
Russians are probably better ad- 
vised to apply their strength 
where they have it readily avail- 
able, instead of trying to beat the 
Germans at the business of shift- 
ing forces rapidly to throw them 
in overwhelming strength first at 
one place and then at another. 

We may get a better picture of 
the true situation and at least a 
glimpse of future developments if 
we stop poring over a map of the 
Caucasus and look at a map of 
the whole Eastern Front, 


SOME HOPEFUL SIGNS 

The Russians are being very 
quiet about their operations at 
Rzhev, in the Kalinin sector 
northwest of Moscow, and_ at 
Volkhov, southeast of Leningrad. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
are talking very loudly about 
the operations on these sectors, 
where where they speak of heavy 
Russian attacks. 

British commentators have 
expressed the view that Gen- 
eral Zhurov, who commands 
the forces defending the ap- 
proaches to Moscow, has made 
substantial progress in his op- 
erations around Rzhev. 

Day by day, you will find tuck- 
ed in an obscure corner of a 
Russian communique the report 
that another populated place has 
been recaptured by the Russians 
in the Stalingrad sector. The ac- 
companying map of Western Rus- 
sia shows the location of these 
operations. 

Inevitably, the Soviet High 
Command has maintained and 
strengthened powerful forces in 
the central sector guarding Mos- 
cow, and the comparative free- 
dom of all the central and north- 
ern areas from German air at- 
tack has encouraged them to use 
these forces offensively. 

If the powerful offensive de- 
veloping at Rzhev ties up an im- 
portant proportion of German 
mobile equipment, the Russians 
stand a good chance of prying 
the Germans loose from Schlus-

FINNS WANT PEACE 

It is worth noting that the dis- 
tance from the most westerly 
Russian positions around Lake 
Ilimen to the Gulf of Riga is less 
than the distance which the Ger- 
mans have advanced since they 
opened their drive on the Cau- 
casus 

If the Russians can reach Riga, 
they could sever contact between 
German and Finnish forces, as- 
sume domination on the Gulf of 
Finland, as well as the Gulf of 
Riga, and offer a serious threat 
to East Prussia itself 

The Finnish people are sharply 
divided on the politics of the war 
A very large body of them can 
see no future in pulling German 
chestnuts out of the fire and re- 
lapsing into economic vassalage 
to Germany's new _ order. Al- 
ready exhausted by two cam- 
paigns, a great display of Russian 
strength on the north would make 
them most receptive to generous 
peace proposals from Moscow. It 
was reported in London that a 
former Finnish diplomat had 
visited Copenhagen and reported 
to Danish journalists that there 
is a strong sentiment in Finland 
in favor of making a separate 
peace with Russia. i 


LARGER STRATEGY 

Hitler's recent visit to Finland, 
ostensibly to invest Baron Man- 
nerheim with the highest Ger- 
man honors, indicates a consid- 
erable degree of German uneasi- 
ness over the political solidarity 
of the two countries 

The withdrawal of Finland 
from the conflict would release 
a large Russian military force 
and considerable air strength for 
operation against the German- 
occupied Baltic State, and create 
an immediate and alarming 
threat to the security of the Reich 
itself. The question to be decided 
is whether Timoshenko's forces 
can hang on in the Caucasus long 
enough to permit the full devel- 
opment of larger strategic plans. 

But there are still wider hori- 
zons to be explored. The Cauc- 
asus is not merely a source of 
oil; it is a corridor leading to 
Persia and the Indian Ocean. It 
is the pathway leading from Eu- 
rope to the East. The journal- 
istic habit of referring to the 
Caucasus always as the “oil-rich 
Caucasus” is misleading. For as 
long as Germany has been con- 
cerned with geopolitics, the 
dream of a railway from Berlin 
to Baghdad has always fascinat- 
ed Imperial Germany.

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Broken line shows farthest

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It cannot be without signifi- 
cance that the entry of German 
troops into the Northern Caue- 
asus and the movement of Jap- 
anese troops into Burma are fol- 
lowed immediately by a political 
crisis in India. Quite naturally, 
those who wish to drive a bar- 
gain with Britain will press their 
claim most strongly when Brit- 
ain’s bargaining power is weak- 
est 

If there is something more 
behind the movement—if Axis 
political agents have inspired 
rebellion and negotiated secret 
understandings—then rebellion 
will continue, and the fifth 
column will have won its great- 
est triumph, 

There was some suggestion 
from Bombay that the Congress 
Party was not all of one mind in 
support of Gandhi's audacious 
venture. Should Britain remain 
obdurate, and insist upon adher- 
ing to her original program of 
giving India independence after 
the war and not before, the Con- 
gress party will either have to 
back down or continue what 
amounts to active military as- 
sistance to the Axis powers. 

India has been under Mongol 
rulers with totalitarian ideas be- 
fore. Her people reached their 
lowest ebb under the great Mon- 
gols, and no Hindu who has the 
best interests of his people at 
heart will wish to exchange a 
short period longer under British 
rule for the possibility of per- 
manent enslavement to rising 
conquerors whose appetites for 
power have not yet been dulled 
by a highly developed sense of 
the responsibilities which must 
accompany it. 


PREVENT ENCIRCLEMENT 

The military position in the 
critical battle for the Caucasus is 
no better, but scarcely worse. The 
stubborn resistance below Kus- 
chevka and along the railway line 
to Kropotkin has enabled the 
forces in the Sea of Azov area to 
withdraw to Yeisk. This with- 
drawal is not something to be de- 
plored as an enemy victory. It is 
something to be applauded as 
the first step in getting these 
nearly encircled forces out of 
peril before the Germans strike 
westward and reach the Black 
Sea coast in their rear. 

At the other end of the line, 
on the approaches to Stalingrad, 
our allies are putting up a mag- 
nificent battle. The Germans ad- 
mit that the Russians are hurling Y 
“masses of infantry and tanks” [We 
into the action, and the enemy is 
certainly finding difficulty in de- 
veloping simultaneous drives to- 
ward Stalingrad from the north- 
west and the southwest. Although 
he has made progress in the re- 
gion of Koteinikovski, he has not 
been equally successful in driv- 
ing the northern arm of his pin- 
cer attack past Kletskaya.
